This Office Action is in response to the Amendment filed September 14, 
2004. Claims 30-31 have been addded and claims 1-31 are now pending.

(summary of claim 1) 



Herrmann et al. disclose a process for olefin polymerization in the 
presence of a catalyst obtained by the contact of isopropylidene (9- 
fluorenyl)(cyclopentadienyl) zirconium dichloride with methylaluminoxane in 
toluene, followed by the contact with a polyamide having particle size less than 
200um (Example 6; claim 1). However, Herrmann et al. do not teach or fairly 
suggest a process for olefin polymerization comprising the contact of polyamide 
support with the aluminoxane and then with the metallocene catalyst. 

In light of the above discussion, it is evident as to why the present claims 
are patentable over the prior art.
